Tramiines Gave Him idea

had great difficulty in finding 
bis way until he reached = the 
tramlines, after which he could 
drive with = reasonable con- 
fidence. He was intrigued by the 
fact that whilst the use of head- 
lamps in fog crealed the effect 
of a white blanket, light reflect- 
ed from the tramlines enabled 
him to And his way safely, He 
decided te try to provide an 
alternative. 

Everybody has setn the cyes 
of a cat reflecting Ught In the 
dark like small twin lamps 
when the rest of the animal ts 
invisible, Such infallible and 
automatic light on Britain's 
roads was what Mr Shaw soustht

Problems-—-he had in plenty 
First tow to achieve the 
duminosity; secondly how to en- 
sure Hs infallibillty under all 
conditions; thirdly how to install 
it; and fourthly how to ensure 
that the passage of traffic could 
not damage It. One by one these 
problema were solved and 
Catecys Road Studs were per- 
tected. 


The First Model 


was in his own home, an old 

mansion near Halifax, that 
Mr Shaw invented ane of the 
most important devices of the 
20th century.
